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Caira backs 
override to 
—finance Boutwell

Supporters of a Proposition 2 1/2 
override to fund the reopening of 
the Boutwell Elementary School 
received a strong and much 
welcomed backing from Town 
Manager Michael Caira as -he 
presented his preliminary budget to 
the Town of Wilmington at Monday 
night's board of selectmen meeting. 

| "I would like to thank the town 
manager for his support of the 
\override," School Committee Vice 
Chairman Paul Palizzolo, who two 
weeks ago presented to selectmen on 
the merits of an override to finance 
the estimated $575,000 Boutwell 
project. 

The town manager, in a report 
given at the sclectmen's meeting, 
stated "that the adoption of an 
operational override of Proposition 
2 1/2 for the singular purpose of 
operating and maintaining the 
Boutwell Street School...would be 
in the community's best interest." 

Although the school committee 
still must vote to pursue an 
override, and the board of 
selectmen must then vote to place 
the measure on a town-wide ballot, 
both actions are considered 
impending formalitics. 

In outlining the projected taxpayer 


costs attached to an override, Caira 
showed figures indicating an 
increase in property taxes on the 
average Wilmington home (valued 
at $157,000) of $42.39 per year. 

Discounting "short-term 
solutions” which include the moving 
of all eighth graders to the high 
school, Caira said "it is in my 
judgement that the Wilmington 
School Department can better meet 
the nceds of its present and future 
students through expansion of 
classroom space," 

Caira further stated that the best 
way to meet space necds and 
maintain the quality of the school 
system is through additional 
funding for the reopening of the 
Boutwell Street School. 

The manager's budget proposal’ 
was met with commendation from 
the newly-formed political action 
committee calling themselves 
Advocates for Children Education 
(ACE). 

In a statement endorsed by 
advocates Carol Neville, Agnes 
Fiumara, Barbara Berry and 
Maureen Taylor, ACE stated that 
"{Caira's] public support of this 
override is another small step in our 
goal of winning a Proposition 2 1/2 
override."

Residents concerned 
over group home

Four paticnis from the J.T. Berry 
Rehabilitation Center will be 
moving into a group home on 
Crescent Street in Wilmington. 
This action worries neighboring 
residents, Selectman Gerald Duggan 
said Monday night. 

"It is very scary for the 
neighborhood...and there's nothing 
we can do about it,” Duggan stated. 

The Town Crier two wecks ago 
received an anonymous phone call 
from a Crescent Strcet resident who 
said she had also begun calling 
several of her neighbors, Town 
Manager Michael Caira, State Rep. 
James Miceli and Selectman Gerald 
Duggan with her concerns that four 
alleged child molesters were to be 
moved into two separate group 
homes on Crescent Street. 

Caira said that the Massachusetts 
Department of Mental Retardation 
official Debra G-zywacz indicated 
to him that such rumors were 
untrue. Grzywacz is on vacation 
and could not be reached for 
confirmation of that statement 
Tuesday night. 


Caira did confirm last week that 
one home, which will be staffed on a 
24-hour basis, has been approved by 
the town. Rumors regarding the 
nature of those who will live there 
stem from "somebody reacting to 
the unknown; the fear of the 
unknown,” said Caira, 


Rep. Miceli recognizes that 
mentally disabled persons have a 
legal right to such housing, but also 
sympathizes with residents’ 
concerns over the prospect of 
having two such group homes in 
their neighborhood. 

In a similar situation in 
Tewksbury, Miceli helped alleviate 
concerns of Catamount Road 
residents by ensuring a home in that 
neighborhood was not occupied by 
mentally ill patients. F 

"Once again," Miceli said 
however, “I don't want it 
misconstrued that I am opposed to 
housing for the mentally ill." 

Caira took a more direct 
approach. 

The mentally ill “have a right to 
fair and appropriate housing and 
that's what this is about,” he stated. 


Selectmen favor regional center

In an effort to alleviate 
employment cuts within the reeling 
military-dependent industry of the 
region, the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen Monday endorsed a 
proposal drafted by Town of 
Burlington Planning Director 
Terry S. Szold and presented to 
selectmen by Wilmington Planning 
Director Lynn Duncan for the 
creation of a regional Center for 
Economic Development. 

The proposal, which asks for 
matching contributions of $2,000 
from each of the four communities - 
Wilmington, Burlington, Bedford 
and Woburn (referred to as the 
"service area") - states that "a 
local/regional agency is desperately 
needed to help the [four] 
communities,” 

"The Center," the proposal 
continues,” would be created within 
the North Suburban Chamber of 
Commerce office to help foster 
economic development consistent 
with the goals of local community 
plans, and with the goals of the 
NSCC." = 


"The center, which is estimated to 


require $50,000 - $60,000 for 
operational expenses, would be 
funded "as a model proposal by the 
State Executive Office of Economic 
Affairs (EOEA)," with the 
aforementioned matching 
contributions as well as "private 
sector contributions,” according to 
the proposal. 

The proposed center will look to 
aid existing businesses in expansion 
and growth and also to "market the 
service area communities to 
businesses which may be 
considering a location within the 
service area." 

The Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen voted unanimously to 
allocate the $2,000 matching 
contribution, which Town Manager 
Michael Caira said would hopefully 
come out of budgetary ‘savings 
available in-April. 

Barring that, Caira said he would 
ask the finance committee for the 
funds out of that committee's 
$70,000 reserve. 

"I think it's going to work in all 
directions," added Selectman 
Michael McCoy, "...becausé that's 
what we want to do, create jobs.”

Caira unveils 
preliminary budget

Town Manager Michael A. Caira 
unveiled his preliminary budget 
proposal to members of the board 
of selectmen and finance committee 
Monday night to unanimous 
approval, 

The budget, which includes a $1.1 
million tax levy increase under the 
guidelines of Proposition 2 1/2 and 
a 1.25 percent increase in local 
receipts for fiscal year 1995, also 
contains strong support from the 
town manager for a 2 1/2 override 
to fund the reopening of the 
Boutwell Elementary School. 

In addition, Caira’s proposed 
budget allows for a FY 95 spending 
increase of $948,449 - the amount 
above FY 94 revenues after tax 
levies, local receipts, local aid, 
available funds and other revenues 
have been tallied. 


A little more than half of the 
increased spending amount will go 
towards education, with 
Wilmington Public Schools 
receiving a 2.69 percent increase 
and the Shawsheen Valley Regional 
Technical High School in Billerica 
gaining 11.25 percent from the 
Town of.Wilmington, due to the 
Education Reform Act and higher 
levels of local enrollment. 


Caira's budget must now be 
subjected to a series of public 
finance committee hearings, 
scheduled to begin Tuesday, 
January 25, before being voted on 
in April at Annual Town Meeting.

Safe bet that 
pols don't write 
this prose

Writing, at best, is an uncertain chore. Stringing words together 
like beads on a Wampum belt is a simple enough task, you'd think. 
Grammar, syntax and spelling is the next rung up the difficulty 
chain, while having the finished work make sense to a casual reader 
is more difficult still, Penning a work of great literature is simply 
impossible. Nobody can do that. 

Those of us in the newspaper biz see a multitude of writing styles. 
They range from the classic "inverted pyramid" news story, to the 
flowery prose, to first-grade essays (often written by those in their 
30s, but that's another story). We see it all. 

The nadir of all writing, however, the worst of the worst, has to 
be politician's press releases. The competition is cutthroat for any 
reporter's job that appears in the help wanted ads, but politicians 
obviously don't hire them, If the news releases written by elected 
officials are indeed written by unemployed reporters, executions 
will commence on Monday at sunrise. 

A news release by a political figure rarely, if ever, contains any 
real news. On all but the rarest of occasions, the press vultures 
knew the content of the announcement days, sometimes even weeks 
in advance. As for updates on the byzantine machinations of the 
Legislature, nobody really understands the system anyway, so who 
cares? Just what, for example, does the Committee on Bills in the 
Third Reading do, anyway? Couldn't they understand the bills on 
the first two attempts at reading them? 

The only time a political figure issues a press release with serious 
impact is when there's an indictment coming down. Then, a flock 
of reporters and TV types will be swarming around for the public 
reading of the press release, throwing questions like barbs. That 
event will be taped anyway, so who needs the hard copy? 

The worst part of press releases from politicians, however, is the 
language. Oh, mercy! If you thought sports writers tortured the 
King's English, you ain't seen nuthin’ yet. (Sports writers get to 
use all the fancy verbs that we hard-news hacks: never see, Never 
have I been able to use the verb "annihilate" in nearly 10 years of 
banging out the news.

‘sweet? Telling us what he did gives him pleasure..He's pleased! 

And one of the recent-press releases ended with (end of quote) 
(Himself) ended." Say what? "Ended" as the last word in a pr2ss © 
release? In another release, the closure was "concluded (Himself)." ; 
If he merely said something, the word to use is "said." Perhaps I'm 
nit-picking, but doesn't the act of "saying" mean something other 
than "concluding"? I don't get it. | 

And the quotes found in press releases -- oh boy. Most legislators 
speak in incomplete sentences, as we all do, but some of the "direct 
quotes" appearing in press releases must have taken a long, long , 
time to think through and re-write. Hour upon hour. 4 

A recent example: "This new law will help make sure that our ; 
trips to parks and playgrounds will be-a safe and relaxing retreat ( 
away from the negative contributions drugs bring to our society," + 
(Himself) said. I've never seen (Himself) speak that many words in 
one sentence. Never. I'd twist in the wind for making up a quote + 
of any length, let alone a gem like that. § 

In case you didn't know, part of the newspaper business is to sit 
down with these news releases and a blue pencil, and turn political- + 
speak into something resembling English. What you see in the ; 
paper is not what we get.

Are you unsure about whether 
your municipal bond holdings will 
be called or pre-refunded in the 
near future? Now is an excellent 
time for investors to check the 
municipal bonds they may have put 
away for safe keeping. Municipal 
bond calls and retirements continue 
to set new records. It is anticipated 
that, from 1994 through 1996, over 
$175 billion in municipal securities 
will be pre-refunded or retired. 
Why are so many municipal bonds 
being called and retired? Bonds that 
were issued in the early to mid 
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1980's with higher coupons are 
reaching and surpassing their first 
permitted call date, which usually 
occurs 10 years after issuance. 
Issuers are calling and redeeming 
those bonds to take advantage of 
today's lower interest rates. This 
trend, which began in 1991, is 
expected to continue through 1996, 
unless interest rates rise more 
dramatically. 

To help you understand the 
ramifications of municipal bond 
calls and retirements, consider the 
following: 


Q. What do the terms 
matured, called and pre- 
refunded mean? 

A. The maturity date is the pre-set 
date at which the bond will have 
reached its full term, and at which 
the investor receives the "full fact 
value" of the bond, 

When municipal bonds are called, 
the issuer has the option to retire all 
or a portion of the bonds before the 
stated maturity date at a set price, 
which is usually at a premium to 
par. The call provisions are 
described in the official statement of 
bond description.

Shawsheen Tech notes 


Shawsheen Tech has received a 
grant for $48,766 from the 
cigarette tax, to be used in a 
comprehensive health education 
program. Although many schools 
that received grants hired one health 
coordinator to plan and implement 
in-school programs, Shawsheen is 
implementing its program a little 
differently, said Dean of Students 
John Bowen, The Shawsheen 
program features multiple planners 
and instructors and programs take 
place outside school hours. 

"We wanted to involve many 
people both in school and in the 


community," he said. Having more ‘ 


people planning and teaching can 
lead to "positive peer pressure,” he 
said. "We believe our program has a 
number of innovative aspects." 
Bowen is the coordinator, but his 
role is part time ard after school 
and he is not the only faculty 
member involved. 

In the fall, after the grant was 
awarded, Shawsheen hosted 
representatives from the American 
Cancer Society (ACS) who trained 
six teachers to lead sessions of the 
Challenge Program, the smoking 
cessation vehicle for teenagers. ACS 
returned earlier this month to 
instruct two Shawsheen staff 
members in the "Fresh Start" adult 
smoking cessation program. 

As a result, next week Shawsheen 
support services teacher Nancy 
Simm will Jead a student group in 
the first of five sessions of 
Challenge, offered after school and 
in small groups of fewer than 10. 
Students were culled from both 
interest and discipline lists,i.e., 
those called in to Bowen's office for 
smoking violations as well as those 
who simply said they wanted to stop 
smoking. "Down the road, we want 
to involve parents, too," said 
Bowen, noting that students who 
want to stop smoking can do so 
more easily in a supportive 
atmosphere, where other members 
do not smoke, or are trying to stop. 

Fresh Start also begins next week,

led by Joan Belson, a Health 
Technology teacher at Shawsheen, 
an experienced smoking cessation 
class instructor, and former two 
pack a day cigarette smoker.

Nothing personal 
about this 'attack' 


Two weeks ago I penned a sports comment concerning the 
officiating, or lack-of officiating, at the Wilmington-Tewksbury 
girls’ varsity high school basketball game. This comment has 
touched a nerve with Tewksbury officials, who can't condone the 
fact that I criticized a referee, and even committed the cardinal sin 
of naming one of the referees in question. 

In my comment | pointed out that in that game there was a 
combined 59 fouls called between.the two teams, which included 
two technical fouls called on Tewksbury's coach Doug Anderson, 
his first technical fouls in three years. ' 

Alsoin my comment, I mention the fact that some Merrimack 
Valley Conference coaches can't wait until some of these officials 
retire and younger officials are brought up to take the veteran 
officials’ spots. This not to say that some of the veterans haven't 
been excellent officials throughout their respective careers. 

What I did not mention in that comment was the fact that the other 
official, Jeff Blanchard, was just as bad as Dave Magee was. 

If I can say that a player had a bad game, a coach is not doing a 
great job or even an athletic director has no clue what he is doing, 
then why can't I mention an official's name for the horrible job he 
or she is doing? 

The Town Crier received two letters to the editor over my 
comment. One coming from Ken Meuse, an umpire-in-chief for 
Wilmington Little League and a basketball official over the past 
four years. Wow, that has a lot to do with this game, most especially 
since he wasn't even at this particular game to form an opinion. 

His biggest complaint was not the fact that I used Dave Magee's 
name, but the fact that I didn't use Jeff Blanchard's name and I 
referred to them as “old geezers". 

After talking to Meuse about his complaint, not only did I 
appreciate his opinion, (because everyone has a right to one) but he 
reminded me why I originally wrote the comment in question-to 
express my opinion on what I thought was lousy officiating.

Both he 
and Meuse agreed that the combined total of 59 fouls in a game does 
seem like a high total. 

I do agree with Romano on the point that every official can have a 
bad game, and maybe for Dave Magee this was just one of those 
nights, 

After talking to Magee and having him insist that my article was 
"personal", and my point was to go out and slam him, then I'm 
thinking that maybe he might have a problem tuming a deaf ear to a 
frustrated coach, Just another question, —> 

As a sportswriter, I do not take it personally that a few people take 
offense to this recent comment and called it "awful." I take it as a 
sportswriter and not as a person, and so should Magee and 
Blanchard. There is nothing ‘personal about forming an opinion 
about what occurs during an athletic event. Come on guys, get a 
life. 

One thing that I would like to know is why after the first half of 
the game, which took over an hour, did the second half revert to the 
“normal” time frame for a high school girls’ basketball game. Did 
one of the officials swallow his whistle during the second half 
because he knew the he caused complete chaos from the opening 
tap? Just a question.

Quad Rugby is the quadriplegic 
equivalent of wheelchair basketball. 
The game is played on a basketball 
court by four member teams using a 
volleyball. The objective is to carry 
the ball across the opponent's goal 
line, Players stop the ball carrier by 
physically blocking him, which 
generally creates substantial 
physical contact. 

The players are classified 
according to the USQRA functional 
classification system, and teams are 
balanced by limiting the number of 
points allowed on the court. 

Although the game is not a literal 
adaption of able bodied rugby, the 
tugby name was chosen because it 
describes the nature of the sport and 
the spirit of the quad rugby players. 

The USQRA 1993-94 season 
began in October with 50 member 
teams and over 600 athletes ages 
13-52 competing in tournaments 


across the country. Of these 50 
teams, 12 qualifying teams will 
advance to Boston for the National 
Championships in March,

One of the busiest and therefore 
more important lakes in this area is 
Lake Mascuppic on the Tyngsboro- 
Dracut line. People in Tewksbury 
and Wilmington who grew up in the 
Boston ‘burbs often don't know what 
amusements there are to the north, 

I learned how to fish on the shores 
of Lake Mascuppic and Long Pond, 
less than a mile apart. Both straddle 
the Dracut-Tyngsboro line, and Long 
Pond also straddles the state border 
into New Hampshire, but boat access 
is a real pain at Long Pond, so we'll 
skip it for now. Maybe later? 

Local anglers, however, would do 
well to discover Lake Mascuppic. 

The lake is pretty big (209 acres), 
with two public boat ramps, and the 
fishing is good. That combination of 
good access and steady fishing makes 
Lake Mascuppic a hotspot for fishing 
derbies, both open water and through 
the ice. 

On the down side, there is a prob- 
lem with recreational vehicles driven 
by nitwit kids who love to go faster 
than prudence would dictate. It can 
bea hassle, In fact, my uncle told me 
he was in an ice fishing derby once 
and lost not one but two tipups in the 
same day to errant vehicles. One of 
the tipups was hit by a snowmobile 
flying past at eye-watering speeds, 
and the other was crushed by a car 
doing "doughnuts" on the ice, Dumb. 

In the summer, pond townies love 
to rip across the lake in power boats, 
some of which rightfully belong on 
the ocean, not sweet water. I've seen 
such boats out on the lake at 7 a.m., 
loud and fast. 

But if you can stand the vehicles in 
the recreational squadron, the fishing 
is steady enough to make you forget 
your worldly woes. 

Lake Mascuppic produces a steady 
stream of good pickerel and panfish, 
and plenty of bass in the 4-to-5 pound 
range. But now there's more! 

The state last fall stocked the lake 
with hundreds of baby Northern Pike 
and the sterile Tiger Muskie hybrid. 
In a few years, there are going to-be 
monsters coming out of Mascuppic. 
Bank on it. The state hung ID posters 
around the lake to warn anglers not 
to confuse pike and muskic with the 
local pickerel, 

Lake Mascuppic (sometimes called 
"Lakeview" because of a long-gone. 
amusement park of that name whiclr 
used to grace the Dracut shore) has 
had a problem with panfish over the 
years. Gazillions of sunfish and perch 

are suspected of hurting game fish 
populations, but I doubt it. With pike 
.and muskie now feeding, the panfish 
population should taper off soon. 

The center of the lake is about 25 

feet deep, with a ridge in the middle 
rising up to six feet then dropping 
into the gloom. For some reason the 
fishing on that hump disappoints me. 
I always expect to see a wall-hanger 
in such shallow water near the edge 
of the abyss, but sadly, no. 

Rocks provide very little hazard to 
navigation on Mascuppic, with most 
of the rocks near shore, but weeds 
can be a problem in the summer. 
Lake Mascuppic isn't located on a 
numbered road, making it difficult to 
find. I grew up in Dracut, so I could 
find it in my sleep. (I have.) Getting 
you there might be tricky, though. 

Your best bet is to take I-93 north, 
get off at the Route 110-113 exit for 
Lawrence and Methuen, then follow 
110 upstream along the Merrimack 
River. You'll pass through Methuen, 
Dracut and Lowell, go past U-Mass 
Lowell, then turn right opposite the

Q. What are the taxable 
equivalent yield advantages 
for "double exempt" bonds 
(exempt from federal and state 
taxes)?

What should a student know and be able to do 
when he or she graduates from high school? 


By PHYLLIS NISSEN 


“Our mission is to write a 
document that will pass the 7-11 
test,” says Reading High 
Principal Rena Mirkin, who is 
one of 40 people in the state and 
the only high school principal on 
the Massachusetts Commission 
on the Common Core of 
Learning, created as a result of 
the June 1993 Massachusetts 
Education Reform Act. 

“It has to answer the question 
‘what should a:student know and 
be able to do when he or she 
graduates from high school?’ - 
and it has to do so without a lot 
of educationese or ivory tower 
stuff,” she continues. 

“If a guy comes into a 7-11 for 
a soda and picks up'the docu- 
ment, he has to be able to 
understand what we're talking 
about.” 

According to Mirkin, the 
Commission on the Common 


Core (CCC) was established by 
Massachusetts Commissioner of 
Education Robert Antonucci and 
the state Board of Educatior to 
develop a very broad framework 
which basically boils down to 
that one question. 


Toward that end, the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Education has produced “Voices 
of Reform,” a 20-minute video 
explaining the goals of the 
Education Reform Act. The 
video which-features educators, 
students and community mem- 
bers from Boston, Lawrence and 
Reading is being distributed 
through every superintendent to 
every school committee in the 
state, 

Toward that end, in Reading, 
the high school PTA has 
addressed the issue and a cable 
call-in show is scheduled to take 
place this month in conjunction 
with the RMHS School Council.

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And Mirkin has gone to various 
informal meetings in Brookline 
to discuss the issue. 

What should every student 
know and be able to do upon 
high school graduation? 

The answer is complex. 

The mission is to simplify. 

“Right now, we have looked at 
some broad areas, such as com- 
munication, civic responsibili- 
ties, having a body of Knowl- 
edge,” says Mirkin. “When we 
went to school, it was like the 
head was a basket and we had 
to stuff it all in. Now it’s more 
you need to access information. 
And yet, we can’t negate the 
fact that there’s a certain body 
of knowledge that educated peo- 
ple have in common. 

“There are certain philoso- 
phies,” she continues. “There 
are certain pieces of literature. 
There are certain facts and 
understanding that an educated 
citizen should have at his or her 
fingertips. Yet there is so much 
information, it’s unnecessary 
and in fact, ludicrous to think 
that we need to know it all. 

“Do you need to know all sci- 
entific equations? Do you need 
to know all historical dates? You 
can access that information in 
moments. 

“What you need to know, in 
our opinion, is evolution of soci- 
ety, philosophies of being, 
understanding of the world. 

The group, which began slow- 
ly and has been meeting since 
September, is about to pick up 
speed. It is composed of educa- 
tors, citizens, and students from 
towns and cities, business estab- 
lishments and _ universities 
throughout the state. Frank 
Yetter of Melrose is the other

“There are parents-at-large, 
firemen, lawyers, school com- 
mittee people, three students, a 
couple of elementary school 
principals, and classroom teach- 
ers,” says Mirkin.

Reading, by and large, over- 
whelmingly, it would be a for- 
eign language - French, 
Spanish, German, Russian, 
Japanese, whatever. And with 
the financial implications and 
programmatic implications, do 
you do this at first grade if you 
want a kid to know it when he 
gets out? There’s that issue.” 

On the other hand: 

“When you talk about a city 
like Lowell or Lawrence, when 
most kids come to school, 
English is their second lan- 
guage,” she continues. “So do we 
teach that to them and say, yes, 
in fact, they have two languages 
because they come with Laotian 
or Spanish or Russian?” 

“So everything you say that 
seems fairly simple, isn’t neces- 
sarily.” 

Another public, therefore 
CCC concern, says Mirkin, is 
that “everybody is being painted 
with the brush of the big city” 
even though every school system 
does not have big city problems. 

“We all share concerns for 
the future of our students and 
our republic,” she says, “but 
issues Boston may deal with, I 
may not. There are basic issues 
- safety, health, well-being, 
understanding, tolerance, multi- 
culturalism, and learning, plain 
learning. 

“These all alter relative to 
the community you're in. So

The Common Core of 
Learning, the “agreed upon” 
statement describing what all 
students should know and be 
able: to do, will be reported to 
the Massachusetts Board of 
Education on June 21st; and will 
be translated by the Department 
of Education over the next few 
“years into curriculum frame- 
works and a new approach to 
statewide assessments. 

Unlike previous curriculum 
reforms, according to the state 
board of education, this effort 
will include a strong account- 
ability component by requiring 
all students to meet state stan- 
dards as a condition of gradua- 
tion. 

Until June, however, the ques- 
tion remains for all to ponder: 
What should every student know 
and be able to do upon high 
school graduation?

Wakefield company stirs up a storm since 1935

wv ie way Richard Oedel 
b tells the story of his 

company, Spir-it, Inc., 
it's easy to understand why it is 
the most successful of its kind 
worldwide, 

», The premise is simple. Find a 
way to help businesses bring 
back their customers, and they 
will pay you. for it, Enter Spir-it, 
Inc. and just about every kirid of 
coffee stirrer imaginable. That's 
right, coffee stirrers (aka swiz- 
zel sticks), 


But not just any coffee stir- 
rer. Richard Oedel produces the 
custom made ones. For instance, 
you might have dinner at a 
restaurant and enjoy a meal. On 
your way out, Oedel hopes that 
you liked the one-of-a-kind 
design of the coffee stirrer so 
much that you bring it home. 

"We want to make it interest- 
ing enough so that you pick it up 
and bring it home with you," 
Oedel said from, his Wakefield 
office. "The whole purpose of 
this is to reinforce the advertis- 
ing message." 


Hopefully with a few of the 
memorable coffee stirrers lay- 
ing around the house, the person 
sees it every once in a while and 
maybe returns to the restaurant. 
The restaurant owner is happy, 
and Spir-it, Inc. continues to 


prosper. 

It all started back in 1935. A 
local man named Jack Sindler 
was sitting in the Ritz bar one 
day stirring his drink with two 
fingers, Oedel explains. Instead 
of using fingers, Sindler thought, 
why not shave down a thin piece

of wood to do the job. 

The result was the swivel 
stick and Sindler patented it 
immediately. He took out a full- 
page advertisement in the New 
Yorker magazine and people 
bought his product. The rest, as 
they say, is history. 

By about 1940 came the won- 
derful discovery of plastic, and 
it soon replaced wood as the pri- 
mary ingredient in the swivel 
stick. As Oedel explains, wood 
was completely phased out by 
the 60s. Plastic, he said, was 
easier to work with and offered 
more to the customer. 

“With plastic you can use 
more colors and more artwork, 
much better than you can in 
wood," he said. "In wood, you're 
limited to the color of the ink." 

Today, wood is making a 
moderate comeback, but plastic 
still comprises about 90 percent 
of Spir-it's business. And consid- 
ering its success, that's a lot of 
plastic. Oedel's clients include 
Swiss Air, KLM, Norwegian 
Cruise Line, the Chicago Cubs, 
McDonald's, just to name a few, 
not to mention other major 
restaurant chains around the 
globe. 

With 135 employees ‘and all 
sorts of heavy, intricate machin- 
ery (operated through a main 
computer system) on Lake 
Street in Wakefield, Spir-it is a 
self-sufficient operation. Any 
machine breakdowns are han- 
dled in-house by a fulltime 
maintenance staff. And break- 
downs are common since the 
machines are used 24 hours per 
day on three shifts, five days per 
week. 

"In this sort of business you 
have to keep the machines uti- 
lized," Oedel said. "It's a very 
capital intensive business." The 
building itself, 85,000 square feet 
total, is four stories tall and was 
formerly a mill before being 
converted in 1975. 

Oedel and his father sold the 
company in the late 80s to a ven- 
ture capital group that con- 
vinced Richard to stay on and 
run the show. Five years ago, he 
bought out the group and is now 
the sole owner. As for the future, 
he says he's happy with things 
for now.

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"Anything can happen, but 
right now it's a nice stand alone 
business," Oedel said. "We've 
got a real good crew of people. 
Everybody's got a nickel in it. 
They're all in the profitsharing. 
If there are results, the employ- 
ees see it, which is the way it 
should be." 

On the subject of profits, 
Oedel said Spir-it strives to 
reach 10 or 11 percent real 
growth per year. 

"From 1930 to 1980, we hit 10 
percent (real growth) every 
year like clockwork," he said. 
"But there is the law of dimin- 
ishing returns too." He said the 
company is still profitable but 
stressed that "we have fun doing 
it and that's important." 

Spir-it sells its products per 
thousand and almost exclusively 
through distributors. Rarely 
does Spir-it send something 
from its warehouse directly to a 
customer's door. As for price, if 
you're looking to have a special- 
ized stirrer for you're company 
or restaurant, a safe bet is count 
on about five cents per piece. 
Depending on.the design, it 
could fluctuate up to 25 cents, or 
as low as one cent. 


Like anything else, Spir-it has 
competition, but Oedel does not 
seem to be worried about that. 
"There's nobody out there who 
does it the way we do it," he 
said. "If you want the best in the 
world, you come to us. We just 
get a little better each day." 

Every year,Oedel considers 
how to improve the company 
and often ponders acquisitions. 
However, these are few and far 
between because, as he says, 
"We try to stay focused if we 

Oedel stays focused on the 
business end of things at Spir-it, 
but having a Master's degree in 
engineering (from the Univer- 
sity. of New Hampshire), he 
sometimes can't help himself. 
"Occasionally I get very hands- 
on and people would rather have 
me go back to my office, where I 
belong," he joked 


So check out that coffee stir- 
rer the next time you're about’ to 
dispose of one. If it didn't catch 
your eye at first glance, maybe 
Spir-it should re-design it, but 
chances are, it's already in your 
pocket for the trip home.

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Bats in Wakefield 


Wakefield School Committee 
Chair William Skulley recently 
addressed the increasingly vio- 
lent activity in the Wakefield 
schools, noting that the “urban 
violent culture” is present in 
Wakefield and suggesting the 
mobilization of local agencies 
and citizens, including students, 
to develop a public awareness 
program. 

The suggestion came in the 
wake of a fight - involving bats, 
wooden mallets, martial arts, 
weapons, and a machete - 
between Wakefield High and 
Wakefield’s Northeast Regional 
Metropolitan Vocational stu- 
dents. ‘ 

“It is a delicate situation and 
some parents and citizens will 
not necessarily accept the envi- 
ronment,” says Skulley in the 
Wakefield edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.“We need to 
carefully inform people of the 
changing environment facing 
young students.” 


Metal in Medford 


After a petition signed by 
1,500 Medford Public School par- 
ents and by a 4-2 vote, the 
Medford School Committee has 
approved the use of hand-held 
metal detectors for all students 
in the school system - and could 
be the first Greater Boston area 
community to adopt such a poli- 
cy, according to the “Daily News 
Mercury.” 

Last year’s arrest of 15 
Medford High students after a 
brawl contributed to the policy 
as did the reported seven inci- 
dents involving knives in the 
Medford Public Schools since 
May. 

The proposal had been shot 
down last year. 


Guns in 


Lexington 

Lexington is dealing with the 
fact that‘guns wére fired near 
youths twice in 11 days. 

The first incident involved 
two 21-year-old Jamaica Plain 
men who fired a gun on the 
Lexington High campus near a 
group of students. The men had 
acquaintances at school: 
Lexington High students who 
reside in Lexington and those 
who reside in Boston. The police 
picked up the men but the gun is 
still missing. 

The second incident involved 
a gunshot and a 16-year-old. 


Security has been tightened 
at Lexington High which lost its 
security guard last year to bud- 
get cuts, despite protests from 
the principal, according to a 
Lexington paper. Superintendent 
of Schools Dr. Jeffrey Young has 
reinstated a security guard to 
patrol during the day and sent a 
letter - via students - to parents 
noting that “we now know that 
security is one budget item we 
can no longer afford to cut.”

Stone's performance is too 
chilly and economical, but her 
part was underwritten to begin 
with. Oddly enough, 
Davidovich's role as the spunky, 
journalist mistress i$ even more 
sketchy than Stone's but she 
does more with the part. She is 
the most real of these three 
characters, yet you learn so lit-~ 
tle of her relationship with Gere, 
you wonder what all the fuss is 
about. You know that 
Davidovich has reawakened a 
passion in Gere, but you know it 
through her performance, not 
his. 

If the movie had been written 
with more of a plot, or more of 
an.emotional investment, we 
might have cared what hap- 
pened to these three handsome, 
talented and wealthy people. 
Even the ending, which is sup- 
posed to be the Big Dramatic 
Moment, is a slick-looking let 
down, because all the pieces fall 
so easily into place. It's almost 
enough to make you want to 
take a nap. 

Philadelphia is the long- 
awaited Hollywood movie about 
AIDS that covers the hatred, 
paranoia and ignorance sur- 
rounding the disease by person- 
alizing it. Tom Hanks is the 
lawyer fired from a powerful 
firm when it's discovered he is 
sick. Denzel Washington is the 
homophobic lawyer who goes to 
bat for him. Director Jonathan 
Demme tries to cover a bit too 
much ground. Still, this packs 
an emotional punch that will 
leave you reeling, and Hanks 
has never been better. Rated 
PG-13. *** 1/2

Tombstone so wants to have 
the last word about the Gunfight 
at the O.K. Corral, but lacks the 
depth to be anything more than 
an overly long period sketch. 
Diehard western fans will cer- 
tainly enjoy the look of this vio- 
lent oater, and Val Kilmer's 
enigmatic Doc Holiday is truly 
memorable, but this is a no 
brainer.
